Auction sales were resumed in 1946 under agrecment between 
United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand and South Africa for joint disposal of accumulated 
stocks and safeguarding of prices of current clips. 


The average price of greasy wool sold at auction in New South Wales in year ended June, 
1947, was 23°6d. perlb. Comparable average price increased from 32°5d. in September, 1947, to 
45d. in February, 1948; the price was 42d. (nominal) in March, 41d. (revised) in April, and 
435d. in May.
